
ORDINANCE NO. 20171109-014 

AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING THE ACCEPTANCE OF GRANT FUNDS 
AND AMENDING THE FISCAL YEAR 2017-2018 MANAGEMENT SERVICES 
DEPARTMENT OPERATING BUDGET SPECIAL REVENUE FUND 
(ORDINANCE NO. 20170913-001) TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PURCHASE 
RADIOLOGICAL DETECTION EQUIPMENT FOR THE AUSTIN FIRE 
DEPARTMENT. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN: 

PART 1. FINDINGS: 

(A) Austin City Council finds it in the best interest of the citizens of Austin that the 
Project Grant Number 3458401 with the project name: Austin Radiological 
Identification and Dosimeters be approved for use by the Austin Fire 
Department; and 

(B) Austin City Council finds that it is in the best interests of the citizens of Austin 
to agree to provide applicable matching funds for the Austin Radiological 
identification and Dosimeters as required by the State Homeland Security 
Program, with the understanding that the Austin Radiological Identification 
and Dosimeters require $0 in matching funds for 2017-2018; and 

(C) Austin City Council finds that it is in the best interests of the citizens of Austin 
to agree that in the event of loss or misuse of the Office of the Governor funds, 
the Austin City Council a.ssurcs that the lost or misused funds will be returned 
to the Office of the Governor in full; and 

(D) Austin City Council designates the Director of Homeland Security and 
Emergency Management, the City Manager, or the Mayor as the City of 
Austin's authorized official. The authorized official is authorized lo execute 
any and all neces.sary documents to effectuate homeland security and 
emergency managemeni grant awards, to include accepting, rejecting, altering, 
or terminating the grant on behalf of the City of Austin. 

PAR'i' 2. The Council authorizes the acceptance of $50,000 in additional gran! funds 
from the State Homeland Security Grant i*rogram to purchase radiological detection 
equipment for the Austin l-ire Department. 
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PART 3. The Council amends the Fiscal Year 2017-2018 Management Services 
Department Operating Budget Special Revenue Fund (Ordinance No. 20170913-001) to 
appropriate $50,000 in grant funds for the Austin Radiological Identification and 
Dosimeters project to purchase radiological equipment for the Austin Fire Department. 

PART 4. This ordinance takes effect on November 20, 2017.
